Lillian Glass said: “These dis- 
turbing pictures of Neil 
clearly show that at times 
he may not be a loving 
and nurturing father.” 

And Dr. Robert 
Melillo, author of “Dis- 
connected Kids and 
Reconnected Kids,” 
agreed that he found 
Neil’s behavior upsetting 
based on the photos.

S TAR of “The Young and 
the Restless” Kristoff 
St. John and his ex-wife, 
boxer Mia, believe their 
mentally troubled son 
was murdered - and they’ve 
hired a high-powered trial 
attorney to prove it! 

Julian St. John, 24, who had 
battled schizophrenia, drugs 
and alcohol, was a patient at 
La Casa Psychiatric Health 
Facility in Long Beach, Calif., 
when he was found dead in a 
bathroom with a bag over his 
head on Nov. 23. 

“Julian had no illegal drugs 
or alcohol in his system 
when he died,” said Michael 



Jackson’s former attorney 
Mark Geragos, who is filing 
a wrongful death suit for the 
family. “If he had been prop- 
erly monitored by La Casa 
staffers, he would still be 
alive.” 

The facility ruled the death 
a suicide, but “we believe 
this was not suicide,” a fam- 
ily source told the website 
RadarOnline.com. “He was 
murdered.” 

Mark told The National EN- 
QUIRER exclusively: “Julian 
called his mother shortly 
before his death and said an- 
other patient might kill him. 
Then he was found dead.” 


After video footage was 
uncovered of Julian return- 
ing to his room after making 
the call, followed by other 
people “going in and out of 
his room,” L.A. detectives re- 
opened the case. 

“Once the case is filed with 
the Superior Court, ‘dis- 
covery’ will kick in and the 
hospital will have to turn over 
the video and crime-scene 
evidence,” Hollywood private 
eye Paul Huebl, who is not 
working the case, explained 
to The ENQUIRER.

T HIS is Harrison Ford like 
you have never seen him 
before. Caked in blood, 
strapped to a gurney, 
bandaged and looking 
close to death.

Speaking exclusively to The 
ENQUIRER, another former 
member revealed the extent 
of the clandestine program.

Y OU’LL still have to wait to see 
pigs fly, but a weasel was photo- 
graphed riding on the back of a 
green woodpecker as it soared 
through the air in a London park. 
“I heard a distressed squawking noise 
and feared the worst,” said Martin Le-May, 
who was walking with his wife, Ann, in 
Hornchurch Country Park. 

The quick-thinking photographer 
looked up and captured the unique 
image - one that has since gone viral on 
the Internet. 

Of course the feisty little weasel was 
not actually riding the bird - she was try- 
ing to eat it! 

“Weasels normally attack rabbits. The 
woodpecker is not its usual prey,” ex- 
plained wildlife expert Lucy Cooke. 

“But weasels are fearless. A female 
weasel weighs less than a candy bar but 
is as ferocious as a lion, so this is why the 
woodpecker would have been able to 


take off with it on its back.” 

Martin said the bizarre pair got about 10 
feet off the ground before landing, then 
the bird managed to free itself and avoid 
becoming lunch. 

Neither creature was noticeably hurt. 

“I think we may have distracted the 
weasel. The woodpecker left with its life. 
The weasel just disappeared into the 
long grass - hungry,” Martin explained. 

British TV wildlife presenter Steve 


Backshall likened the woodpecker’s feat 
of strength to that of other small animals, 
such as leafcutter ants and rhino beetles, 
which can carry up to 850 times their 
own body weight. 

“The weasel is pretty fascinating,” Steve 
said. “It can kill things much bigger than 
itself, so it’s an impressive little creature 
when you think about its size.”
